Parents Arrange Marriages 
Among the Buriats. 


Washington.—The Burinta who re­ 
cently Joined the Mongols in destroy­ 
ing a portion of the Chinese Eastern 
railway came into the spotlight two' 
years ago when the Russian govern 
uu-nt 
banned wife 
stealing 
among1 
members of the race in Siberia. 
“Theft of wives Is uot a traditions' 
custom among the Buriats. 
Marriage 
among them usually is effected through 
an exchange of children arranged by 
their parents,” says a bulletin from, 
the Washington headquarters of tile 
National Geographic society. 
How Wivss Ars Exchanged. 
“ When 
the 
parents of a 
young 
Buriat twain decide lie should lune 
a wife, They consult the parents of an 
eligible maiden and offer a daughter 
In exchange for her hand. 
lf there 
Is no daughter to exchange, Hie son S| 
wife it, In effect bought by a gift ul[ 
cattle. 
Frequently, among tile well- 
to-do B u rla p Hie bride's dowry ct 
furs which would be valued at thou­ 
sands of dollars on an American fur, 
market, offset the ‘price’ paid for ht*r.| 
“Buddhist temples with their pray­ 
er wheels which ‘soy’ thousands of 
prayers per revolution and Christian 
churches are found in Buriat villages; 
but both Buddhists and Christians at­ 
tend Shamanistic rites at some of the 
mountain-top shrines. 
Shamanism is 
nature worship. 
Adherents of 8ha-i 
monism believe that rain, the rivers, 
the wind and the mountains are peo­ 
pled by gods. 
The higher into tile 
mountain the Shumunlst goes to wor­ 
ship, the greater favor he receives 
from the dleties. 
Frequently worship­ 
ers climb to the mountain-top shrine 
where, amid chanting and weird con 
tortlons 
of 
Shamnnist 
priests, 
tile 
Buriats make their sacrifices on a sa­ 
cred fire. 
•The Buriat and his horse are In 
separable companions. 
A horse often 
is tied to his owner’s grave to starve 
to death In order that it luny follow 
bim in death. Good horses are scarce 
so the heirs sometimes mnnnge to ap 
pease Ute gods by substituting a use 
less hack, or they tie the good saddle 
horse by such a flimsy thong that It 
soon frees Itself and wanders back to 
the village. 
“Few automobiles have penetrated 
the land of the Buriats, which lies In 
regions 
adjacent 
to 
the 
southern, 
Shore of Iaike Baikal. 
The Burials 
spread their villages all over Hie land 
scape without regard to streets. 
Tile 
nomads near Hie Mongolian border 
live in yurts, dome-shnped tents built 
of Interlaced flexible sticks covered 
with skins or felt. 
Expansive Rugs In Cruds Huts. 
“When a Burial settles down he fre 
quently builds a Knit, but no matter! 
how elaborate the new abode may lie, 
it usually bears some resemblance to 
Hie yurt. 
Some leave a smoke hole 
in the roof and build their fires In, 
the center of the floor as in the yurt 
“Though house furnishings are few 
rugs adorning Hie floors and walls of! 
the well-to-do Ridicule that Hie Buriat 
likes display, and if Hie tribesmen can 
afford It, lie will be seen si rutting

A WELCOMED SILENT CANDIDATE 


T he law of Minnesota endeavors to put the election of judges 
as far as possible outside the realm of partisan politics. 
It for­ 
bids any indication of party to appear in the judiciary section of 
the ballot, and provides that after the name of each candidate shall 
appear only the words, "without party designation," says the St. 
Paul Dispatch. 
Custom likewise calls for candidates to be extremely conser­ 
vative in their campaign activities and to maintain the dignity of 
the bench before as well as after election. 
This year there is to be chosen one associate justice of the 
state supreme court, for which office there are two candidates. 
One of these is conducting his campaign along lines of appeal, de­ 
nunciation and personalities prevailing in extreme partisan con­ 
tests. The other is maintaining dignified reserve. 
Justice Clifford L. Hilton, now in service on the supreme 
bench by appointment to fill a vacancy, is a candidate for election 
to a full term. If experience and long training fit a man for pub­ 
lic office, his career fulfills the requirements. 
Ten years were 
spent as city attorney of Fergus Falls and county attorney of Ot- 
tertail county before removing to the Capitol to serve as assistant 
attorney general. Then followed promotion to the office of attor­ 
ney general to which he was elected five times by large majorities. 
Since January I he has been on the sumpreme court. 
That court is now in session. 
In keeping with its l>e8t tradi­ 
tions, no member can make a personal campaign to solicit votes. 
The reserved attitude of Justice Hilton is one case where silence 
on the part of a candidate is welcomed and approved, particularly 
when the public is well aware of the fitness, ability and character 
of the man. 
Probably no one in the state has fuller knowledge 
than he of the statutes, particularly those referring to the minor 
divisions of the state, such as counties, municipalities and school 
districts. Justice Hilton's silence is golden.

One wonders if his tariff pronounce­ 
ments w’ill be backed by Democratic congressmen. 
The farm country, says the Watertown, S. D., Public Opinion, 
is still puzzled somewhat as to what sort of “mechanics” Governor 
Smith would substitute for the equalization fee in the McNary 
Haugen bill. 
The governor is not satisfied with the fee, but he 
does not yet know how to assess the cost of handling surplus back 
against the commodity benefited without using the aforesaid fee. 
In other words, it is really difficult to find a formula that will 
please both the east and the middle west at the same time. 
One of Governor Smith’s spectacular campaigns in New York 
state was aimed to bold down the price of milk. 
Tilt' fight he 
made was in behalf of his constituents on the east side of the 
great city, the massed population from which he draw’s the greater 
part of his political support. The victims of the campaign were 
the dairy farmers who supply milk to the big city. That fight is 
a matter of record. In all points, it was made in consonance with 
Smith’s strictly urban leaning. The next fArm fight is of the fu­ 
ture. Smith now professes a conviction that it ought to lx‘ fought 
in the interest of the rural producer rather than of the urban con­ 
sumer. 
The farmer is entitled to consider what happened in a 
past contest in trying to figure out w hat will happen in a looming 
conflict.
